Does it not appear by this how great 
a profit our Wooll is to our Nation, how greag 
a Lofs tohave it Tranfported, and how great 
ourConcern ought to be to keep it at home? We 
have had, in one Year, Thirty Thoufand Packs 
of our Wooll Landed at three Ports in France; 
which by this Computation muft amount to 
One Million and Twenty Thoufand Pounds 
lofsto the Kingdom, befides what was Tranf- 
ported to other parts in the French Kings Do- 
minions,and to Flanders. And is it nota ftrange 
thing that hitherto, no effectual way has been 
taken to prevent the Exportation of this Bene- 
ficial Commedity ?

3. Becaufe to fet marks of DiftinGion ard 


‘Humiliation on any fort of Men, who have not 
rendred themfelves juftly fufpetfed to the Go- 
il tahama 
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vernment, as it is at all times to be avoided }, 
the Makers of juft and equitable Laws - So May 
it be particularly of ili effee to the Refotined 
Intereft, at Home and Abroad;in this prefeng 
Conjunctare, which ftaids in need of the Uni 
ted Hands and Hearts ofall Proteftants, againg 
the open Attempts, and Secret Endeavours of 
a rcitlefs Party, and a potent Neighbour, wig 
is more Zealous than Rome it felt, to plant Po. 
pery in thefe Kingdoms; and labours with his ur. 
moft Forcero fettle his Tyranny pon the 
Ruins of the Reformation thro’ all Europe. 

4. Becaufe it turns the Edge of a Law (we 
know not by what Fate} upon Proteftants, and 
Friendsto the Government, which was intend- 
ed againft Papifts,to Exclude them from Places of 
Truft, as Men avowedly Dangerous to our Go- 
| vernment and Religion. And thus, the taking 
the Sacrament, which was enjoined only as a 
means to difcover Papifts, is now made a difting 
| guifhing Duty. amongit Prote/lants, to weaken 
the whole, by cafting off a part of them. 

5. Becaufe Myfteries of Religion, and Divine 
Worfhip, are of Divine Original, and of 4 
Nature fo wholly diftant from thé Secular Af- 
fairs of Politick Society; that they Cannot bé 
applied to thofe Ends; and therefore the 
Church, by the Law of the Gofpel, as well ag 
common Prodence, ought to take caré, neither 
to offend tender Con{ciences within it felf, nor 
give Offence to thofe without, by Mixing their 
Sacred Myfteries with Secular Intereffs. 

6. Becaufe we cannot fee how ic can conht 
with the Law of God, Common Equity, or the 
Right of any Frée-boin Subje€, thas ang ofie be 
| punithed without Grime. If it be a Crime noe 
to take the Sacrament according tothe Ulfage 
| of the Church of England, every one oight to 
be punifhed for it, which no Body affirms: If 
if be no Crime 5 thofe who are capable, and 
judged fit for Employments by the King,oughe 
not to be puniflied, with a Law of Exclofien, 
‘ad not doing that which is no Crime to for- 

ar. | 

_ If it be urged ftill, as an effe@tual Teff, to 
difcover and keep out Papi/ts, the taking the 
Sacraments, in thofe [vote/tants Congregations, 
whete they are Members, end known, will be 
at leaft us effectual to that purpofe, 
1am willing totake the Opinion of my Bet- 
ters, efpecially when they give better Reafons 
than I am capable of giving, and leave them to 
yout Confideration.
